Consensus of Opinion of the 
Woolen Goods Dealers 



In London Indicate a Slow But No- 
ticeable Increase in Exports. 

It It Too Early to Fael the K ffaet of tha Rr 
rant American Tariff Lobulation Unsl- 
naaa la Kspectad lo (Ireatly Inrreaaa 
j After th« Flrat of January. 

London. Nov. 23.— A concensus ol 
opinion of the woolen (roods dealers In 
London indicates a slow, butnoticcabU 
and encouraging increase in the ex- 
port of hijrh class (roods to the United 
States since the passage of the Amer- 
ican tariff bill. Upon this Mr. Taylor, 
of Messrs. A. C.ag-niere A Co., of Lon- 
don and Paris, said Wednesday in an 
Interview: 

"It is a little too early to feel the ef- 
fect of the recent tariff legislation in 
the United States. The orders reoslvwd 
for spring (roods since the new bill m 
passed indicate a very encouraging in- 
crease in trade. I think it will be a 
long- time, however, before trade (roll- 
back to what it was before the passage 
of the McKinley bill. I am speakin K 
now only on the highest class of wool- 
ens, trade of which in 18M«1 believe, 
will begin to feel very encouraging re- 
sults. ' 

Northfleet Harris, United States con- 
sul to I^eeds, when asked his opinion 
as to the effect of the bill, said: 

"Business has greatly increased since 
the passage of the bill, but no doubt, 
the increase will be much greater after 
January L, 1«15, when the lower duty 

effect." g 

James 8. Anderson, of the metal firm 
of A. U. Kidstone A. Co., of Glasgow, 
said in regard to the effect of the new 
tariff on the metal trade of the United 
States: 

"Our trade lies more in Civrmda. It 
Is too early to form a just estimate of 
the effect of the new bill, but there we 
have already seen — the lower values 
brought by a reduction of duties In 
the United States are telling upon the 
trade of Great Britain with Canada." 
Claude Meeker. United States consul 
, at Bradford, the worsted center of 
England, which in the last thirty years 
has exported to the United States, 
at manufacturers' prices, $400,000,000 
worth of goods and materials under 
several tariff bills, says:

Ihdiawapolis, lnd., Nov. 22. —War 
den French, of the Michigan City peni 
tentiary. In his report to Gov. Mat 
thews seta out his views on som« 
chsnges that he believes to be much 
needed In the management of the penal 
institutions of the state.
